REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


With  all  of  its  pupils  attending  the  Keene  school  system, 
any  changes  in  that  system  are  of  interest  and  concern  to  the 
citizens  of  Roxbury.  Among  the  changes  contemplated  in  the 
Keene  system  for  next  year,  is  the  attendance  of  grades  seven, 
eight  and  nine  at  the  junior  high  school  in  West  Keene,  with 
grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  attending  at  the  high  school 
building. 

Roxbury's  junior  high  school  pupils  will  be  able  to  attend 
classes  in  the  beautiful,  new  building  with  all  of  its  provisions 
for  physical  education,  with  its  modern  lighting,  cafeteria  and 
modern  educational  equipment.  While  the  rising  cost  of  pub- 
lic education  has  made  it  necessary  for  Keene  to  increase  ele- 
mentary tuition,  the  cost  per  pupil  is  less  than  the  state  aver- 
age, and  therefore  a  reasonable  sum.  The  small  increase  in  high 
school  tuition  still  keeps  this  cost  per  pupil  well  below  the 
actual  costs  of  education  in  near-by  communities. 

Roxbury  is  fortunate  in  having  excellent  school  facilities 
close  by  at  reasonable  cost.  The  re-opening  of  the  small  Rox- 
bury school  would  involve  the  expenditure  of  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  for  toilets  and  water,  books,  supplies  and  school 
furniture.  The  real  trouble  would  consist  however,  in  being  able 
to  locate  and  keep  a  capable  teacher,  able  to  give  the  pupils 
good  instruction  in  preparation  for  high  school.  The  present 
shortage  of  teachers,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  beginners  are 
no  longer  trained  for  multiple-class  work,  makes  the  employ- 
ment of  a  desirable  teacher  a  real  problem. 

From  an  educational  standpoint,  it  is  much  more  desirable 
to  continue  sending  pupils  to  Keene,  than  to  risk  the  children's 
education  in  the  hands  of  poor  teachers. 
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
